Huma Abedin and Anthony Weiner were seen 
on the Hamptons Subway on Friday sitting 
next to each other without speaking and with 
their hands folded in their laps. They did 
this from Montauk to Westhampton Beach 
where Weiner finally got off. Donald Trump and 
Vladimir Putin were seen on Sunday afternoon 
at 3 p.m. on a subway bound from Sag Harbor 
to Bridgehampton. They were staring at a 
computer screen that Putin was holding. It’s a 
good thing we now have wireless on our system. 


NEWSSTANDS NOW ONLINE 

The newsstands that ‘are on the platforms 
at Montauk, East Hampton, Sag Harbor, 
Southampton and Westhampton Beach are now 
all digitized. The latest issues of all the usual 
magazines are at these newsstands, but they 
are just the covers. Tap a cover and the issue 


is wirelessly transferred to your smartphone. 
The cost is a bit more than buying the actual 
magazine but it’s worth it because this is just 
so cool. | 


MONEY ON THE TRACKS 

Along the Hamptons Subway system tracks, 
our employees are finding hundred dollar bills 
strewn everywhere. Last week Clinton and Trump 
were here fundraising and we think the bills are 
just the excess of the accumulated loot that was 
taken off in canvas bags. There has also been 
a dip in the local economy here on the East 
End, a further indication of the money taken out 
last week. 


SUBWAY CARS WITHOUT DOORS 

You may have heard that some of the big 
subway lines around the country are planning 
to soon have subway cars that attach in a way 
that doesn’t require doors separating them. 
Passengers can walk between one car and the 
next unobstructed and unexposed. When these 
cars are here, expected in 2019, their capacity 
will increase by 30% more passengers per car. 
Hamptons Subway has jumped the gun on 


this and now leads the way. Last week, riders 


found that all the doors separating the cars 


were removed, enabling passengers to walk 
through all the cars from first car to last, just 
remembering to hold on to the newly installed 
metal grips as they make their way through 
the open space in between the cars. Most 
passengers said they liked this new arrangement 
and could deal with the balancing necessary to 
get across the subway car attachments by being 
very careful and hanging onto the metal grips. 
A few passengers objected to this, but most are 
gone now because they either fled the system 
or fell between the cars and perished. We’ve 
had only nine fatalities since we’ve made the 
change, three less than we expected. 


EXTRA PUSHERS FOR LABOR DAY 

Our crew of 32 college students working as 
“pushers” on the platforms in the summertime to 
get everybody packed aboard all the trains, are 
being joined for Labor Day weekend by pushers 
from the Tokyo Subway System who, this time 
of year, are already laid off by that system and 
are available to work in the Hamptons for the 
weekend. You will find them a little more polite 
than their American counterparts, but on the 
other hand few speak English if they shove you 
too hard and you want to complain. 


COMMISSIONER ASPINALL’S MESSAGE 

As we do every Labor Day weekend, my wife 
and | go elsewhere while the work unfolds on 
Hamptons Subway that weekend. There are too 
many complaints and not enough time to fix 
them and then it’s all over anyway. We will be 
in Aix en Provence.

Foreseeing that theater companies 
might use the mounting of a production of 
a Jimmy Buffett musical as a way to skirt 
the Buffett rule, the Hamptons Music Council . 
released the following statement: “While in the 


past the Buffett rule has been understood as 


pertaining to cover bands playing in nightclubs 
and bars, theater companies should be aware 
that the Buffett rule shall apply in all Hamptons 
venues. Any theater company that wishes to 
stage a Jimmy Buffett musical in the Hamptons 
shall be required to provide Jimmy Buffett 
himself for any and all performances. There 
will be no exceptions to this valuable public 
safety measure.”

Emergency Landing of the A380 in East Hampton 


BY DAN RATTINER 


L ast spring, East Hampton town announced 
strict new aircraft noise control ordinances 
at the airport. Aircraft would be ticketed if they 
landed or took off after curfew. Aircraft emitting 
high-decibel noise would be subject to further 
restrictions, even banishment from the airport 
for repeat offenses. The aircraft companies 
tried to prevent these new _ ordinances 
from going into effect, but failed. In spite of this, 
people living near the airport have continued 
pressing for even stricter ordinances. One new 
group has been formed hoping to shut the 
airport. 
the Town of Southampton last month to show 
off new software that will allow local residents 
to see silhouettes of aircraft on their screens 
and, by clicking on them, the names and flight 
information of them. Until now, residents 
have had to call a particular phone number to 
register a complaint. Or they have to fill out a 
multi-page form. Noisy aircraft are long gone 
before anything is done. The Town is thinking 
about installing the software. 
Nothing, however, comparés 
happened this past Wednesday night at East 
Hampton Airport. At 11:15 p.m., the noise from 
the largest commercial aircraft ever produced 
knocked people out of their beds and shook 
the walls and windows in Wainscott and 
Sagaponack as it came into East Hampton from

the northwest for an emergency landing. It was 
so loud that no one thought it was an aircraft. 
They thought it must be an earthquake. And so 
nobody filed a complaint. 

The aircraft that landed was an Air Belgium 
Airbus A-380, a double-decker affair as wide 
as a football field and weighing more than a 
million pounds. Its capacity is 800 passengers, 
but fortunately on this particular flight only 
675 were on board. It had taken off from 
JFK bound for Brussels, developed electrical 
problems and was forced to come down at the 
nearest airport, which was East Hampton. 

The three men in the airport tower were just 
putting things away for the night when the 
silhouette of this plane came into view. It had 
no lights. 

“The last plane in was a Cessna 32, just before 
the curfew,” said Assistant Airport Manager Red 
Barber. “We were fortunate it was not still on 
the runway when this big baby arrived. And we 
were fortunate not to have turned the runway 
lights off yet.” 

East Hampton’s runway is only 4,255 feet 
long, and the pilot made it in by jamming the 
reverse thrusters to full power as he hit the 
runway. The plane struggled and bounced along 
and came to a halt just before the fence and the 
adjacent Daniel’s Hole Road, which, fortunately, 
had no traffic at that hour. 

“We just stood there in the 
with our mouths open,” Barber said.

Soon, the pilot of the craft climbed down 
from the cockpit and trotted over to the control 
tower to check in. 

“He spoke English with a really heavy accent,” 
Barber said. “French, I think. I could barely 
understand him. The name was O’Leary. Or 
O’Malley. I don’t think I got it right.” 

So the pilot left and soon returned with a 
co-pilot who had less of an accent and could 
be better understood. He said that the electric 
power had gone out on the communications 
system, which was why they couldn’t announce 
their approach. It also compromised the 
Navigation system. 

“They landed by the seat of their pants, the 
co-pilot told me,” Barber said. “Everything else 
was working fine. The brakes, the engines. It 
was just the navigation and phones. 

“He also said this was something they should 
have been able to fix onboard. Warning lights 
had come on over Hicksville, indicating that 
a wire inside the back of the dashboard had 
come loose. They'd just have to push it back 
in. But to do that, they'd have to unscrew 
the dashboard cover and that meant finding 
the three-millimeter diameter Phillips head 
screwdriver in their toolbox. But it was not in 
the toolbox.” 

Barber got the airport toolbox and gave 
the -co-pilot what he needed. The co-pilot 
thanked him, said “this should take us about 45 
minutes,” and ran off. (Cont'd on next page)

Twenty minutes later, two stewards from 
first class came up to the tower with flutes of 
champagne and silver platters of caviar and 
baguettes. Then another steward arrived to 
return the special screwdriver. There was a 
note. MERCI, it said. Ten minutes later, another 
steward arrived with four passengers from the 
plane who said they weren’t continuing on and 
wanted to get back to New York. 

“We called Hampton Jitney and they arranged 
a ride. The co-pilot also told us they needed 
2,000 gallons of our very highest-test gas. We 
have such stuff. It’s rarely used because it’s so 
flammable, but it can provide huge additional 
power to an aircraft engine for a short period 
of time. Apparently, they’d need tremendous 
power to get off. Coming down was one 
thing on a short runway. Going up another. | 
told them to take what they needed.” 

The pilot put the aircraft through a full 
pre-flight check of all systems. It went on fo 
another hour. 

“Suddenly, the plane’s lights came on and it 
appeared on our radar screens front and center. 


The co-pilot also radioed a request to have our 
two traffic controllers drive their personal cars 
down to the far end of the runway, where there is 
200 yards of lawn before a woods, drive across 
the lawn, go to the sides, turn around and shine 
their headlights back toward the tower. In 
the plane, they’d be able to gauge how far the 
woods were as they approached.” 

The traffic controllers went off. And then, at 
3 a.m., the pilot crept the huge aircraft out to 
the runway’s end at Daniel’s Hole Road, turned 
to face the woods 5,000 feet down at the other 
end, and turned the engines up to full throttle. 

“Permission to take off,” the  co- 
pilot requested. 

“Flight 466,’ I said,” Barber told me, “‘you are 
cleared to go. Godspeed.” 

“I don’t know what it was like for my two guys 
out at the far end,” Barber said, “but as he shifted 
into first, the enormous engines sent streams 
of fire out the back and made such a racket 
the entire control tower shook, sending me 
sprawling. Back at the window, I watched flight 
466 start to move. The tires spun and peeled 


rubber as they strained to push the big plane 
along. White smoke billowed off the tarmac and 
this plane—would our runway survive this?— 
began to gather speed. It seemed an eternity. 
I held my breath as it reached the end of the 
runway to cross the grass, but then the nose 
came up, and like an enormous dinosaur it was 
off. Sparks flew, but it just cleared the trees.”. 

The thunderous noise of the plane roaring 
over Wainscott and Sagaponack sent shivers 
through the houses again. Windows broke and 
dishes and glasses fell off shelves. Again, the 
residents thought it was the earthquake. An 
aftershock even stronger than the original. 
Again, nobody called in a complaint. 

The next day, this reporter returned to the 
airport to meet with Barber. He told me he 
wouldn’t blame me if I didn’t believe his story. 
But then he showed me the silver tray and the 
empty flutes, and he took me out to the grass 
and the woods at the far end. The tops of the 
some of the trees had their tops sheared off.

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Midnight in Montauk 


A Lewis & Clark Expedition to the Wilds of Montauk’s Nightlife

Fe the previous two summers, the scene 
in Montauk had spun out of control. Huge 
numbers of young people filled the town and 
happily and wildly behaved badly, sometimes 
right in the center of town, blocking traffic. 
This newspaper had dubbed these folks the 
Wet T-Shirt Crowd. And we suggested—in fact, 
everybody suggested—that new laws be put 
into the books in the Town of East Hampton, 
of which Montauk is part, and enforcement be 
doubled and re-doubled with, for example, a 
police officer on every street corner. 

This summer, with new ordinances in place 
about loud music and live bands and some 
careful monitoring of other existing laws, the 
bad experience, reportedly, has been largely 
sent into remission. If true, this would be a good 
thing. Nobody wants to have the town wrecked. 
In the end, in those types of summer places, the 
denizens who cause trouble find a new hot spot 
to ruin and move on. 


Nevertheless, as a former resident of Montauk, 

in the days when the town was a fishing 
village and family resort motel town with some 
nightspots for us teenagers—the Surf and Sand, 
the Blue Marlin and the Manor about covered 
it—I asked my friend Clark (1 being Lewis) 
to accompany me for an expedition into my 
former haunt on a Saturday night to see what 
would be shaking. 
- Young people would be out on a Saturday 
night at midnight, I presumed. I was one of 
those once, and from this vantage point it’s a 
bit depressing to think | ain’t out on that job 
anymore—but nevertheless, a job is a job, and 
it’s our job, the Lewis and Clark Job, to see what 
is going on and report back. 

We came down the Montauk Highway 
through Amagansett and passed the former 
Cyril’s Fish House, now shut up tight after being 
pounced upon by the local authorities for bad 
behavior, so let that be a lesson to you and 
other matters—and we entered the wilds of 
downtown Montauk. 


_From inside a Tahoe, we drove around, 
sometimes as slowly as five miles an hour. | 
wanted to take notes. 

There were a hundred or more young people 
within the proper boundaries of the Sloppy 
Tuna, all talking at once, all drinking, all setting 
things up for later, whatever that might be, 
but there was no loud music, and nobody 
wandering out on the street. 

The Shagwong was shaking with about 
50 young people. The dinner hour was over and 
the tables had been pushed aside, but again, 
there was nothing loud going on. A band setup 
remained. Apparently the Great Bazooba Kings, 
or whatever the musicians call themselves, had 
observed the 9 p.m. no loud music curfew. 

We went out to the Crow’s Nest, and once 
again there was quite a crowd. This place is 
pretty much in the middle of nowhere and 
could have loud music without bothering 
anyone really, but no, it was all quiet there on 
the eastern front.

quiet. At midnight, Arbor had nobody on what 
appeared to be a dance floor, and we went 
to Duryea’s Lobster Deck and they were just 
closing up for the night. The cleaning people 
were there. And it looked pretty chic, I must 
tell you.

Back toward town, we glided past the Surf 
Lodge, the place that started this influx of 
Yuppie Plus people, and there were taxicabs 
out front and people talking inside and out and 
all in orderly fashion. We did notice a plethora 
of taxicabs everywhere. If these kids were 
drinking, they were doing it responsibly and

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being driven around. 

We went past Trail’s End, and the tables had 
been moved aside with the end of the dinner 
hour, but here at midnight there was little going 
on inside. 

We went to the old Ronjo Motel with the big 
10-foot tall bronze tiki figure by the entrance, 
but in its new trappings as the Montauk Beach 
House it was all peaceful and quiet there at 
midnight, and it made me wonder if they’d gone 
out of the nightclub business. . 

We drove up and down Main Street and 
there were people around, mostly young, 
well behaved, not loud or drunk or anything, 
and there was a considerable presence of 
police around. 

The only real ne with a band operating 
at that hour was the Memory Motel, which 
has a legal entertainment license for late-night 
music—the only one in town, according to the 
Montauk Chamber of Commerce. In the parking 
lot, music blared over loudspeakers and a 
crowd of about 150 people waited to get in the 
door, and yes, a few people seemed to overflow 
onto the sidewalk and into the street, but the 
police were there and they were keeping it 
orderly and it was not out of control. 

Clark and I stopped at John’s Drive-In for 
some of their famous ice cream, and some 
people from the Memory did wander over but 
again they were orderly. 

And that was our tour, other than a brief look 
passing Gurney’s on the way home, a fine and 
very grand resort that is now also a hotspot. No 
problem there.

much different than when I was a lad out there. 

As if to put an exclamation point on this, I did 
find out the next day that some of the current 
generation of kids in Montauk are now sporting 
red baseball caps that read LET’S MAKE 
MONTAUK GREAT AGAIN, and the explanation 
is that the hoopla is now muted and it just ain’t 
what it used to be. 

Fair enough. Montauk is for Montaukers. And 
those that favor the Jersey Shore or the Cape, 
well, you have our permission to go there. 

Viva Montauk! It passed inspection. 
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A Chronology of Beethoven's Life and Why the Fifth Is His Best 


BY DAN RATTINER 


BEETHOVEN’S FIRST: You don’t hear much 
about Beethoven’s First. The reason is that it 
was not much good. On the other hand, it was 
remarkable he had even done one. He was only 
five years old at the time. His teacher, who 
had been instructing him on the piano since 
he was three, said this was the best piece of 
writing by a child that age in the entire city 
of Vienna. It was also remarkable because he 
had knocked it out in such a short period of 
time. He’d written the entire thing in just a 
day and a half. His parents, who were well-to- 
do, gave performances of Beethoven’s First in 
their home for their friends, who applauded 
and cheered the young lad and said it was 
absolutely brilliant. But after Beethoven was 
put to bed (at 8:30 p.m.), they all did say that 
it was brilliant, of course, within the context of 
his being five years old. 


SYMPHONY NUMBER TWO: This symphony 


was written when he was nine. He worked on it 
for weeks, going back over it again and again, 
each time changing it so that the time he wrote 
it in the fall was just completely different than 
what he had written in the spring. Finally, he 
showed it to his mother. She praised the work, 
said it was brilliant, but there didn’t seem to be 
the sort of enthusiasm in her voice that there 
had been before. Beethoven threw the final 
draft in the fire. Earlier drafts exist, but they are 
rarely played. 


THE THIRD SYMPHONY (Eroica): At 16, 
Beethoven fell in love with a beautiful young 
girl named Adriana, who was a year older anda 
member of high society, which Beethoven was 
not. She did like him a lot, but not enough to 
overcome the objections of her parents, who 
were members of the Viennese royal family and 
frequently welcome at court. When she told 
Beethoven she had to break up with him, she 
cried, and then ran off. Beethoven did not chase 
her. But instead, working 72 hours without

sleep, completed the highly passionate ode to 
love that became Eroica, Beethoven’s Third. It 
was widely praised, and rightly so. Moving and 
alternately sad and proud, it brought listeners 
to tears. It still does. This was the work of a fine 
young composer indeed. 


THE FOURTH SYMPHONY: This is also 
rarely played. Beethoven wrote it in the style 
of the composer Max Von Heering, widely 
regarded back then but little noted after his 
death. Beethoven was 22 years old at the time 
and was apprenticing to the great master. 
Though not crazy about the work himself, 
Beethoven showed it to Von Heering, who 
told Beethoven great things could come of 
him in a few years. He encouraged Beethoven 
to continue, said Beethoven could do better, 
and urged Beethoven not to release it. Indeed, 
Beethoven hid the manuscript in a closet, and 
only recently has it been discovered. It has not 
been played yet. As for Von Heering, he is most 
praised today for offering (Cont'd on next page)

Beethoven encouragement and urging him 
to continue. 


THE FIFTH SYMPHONY: This is Beethoven’s 
masterwork. Beethoven had completed his 
apprenticeship with Von Heering and, with 
help from family and friends, had opened his 
own composing studio in Vienna. He was 28. 
Surrounded by and encouraged by these people, 
Beethoven mostly suffered from writer’s block 
during the day, but then worked through the 
nights with unrelenting passion and focus. 
After six months it was done. Beethoven’s Fifth. 
Perhaps the single greatest work of music ever 
created on this planet. A triumph. Beethoven 
toured. He became world famous. 


THE SIXTH SYMPHONY: After the tours 
were over and the excitement died down, 
Beethoven returned to his studio to write the 
Sixth Symphony in the same way he had written 
the Fifth. He caroused all day with hangers on, 
then worked all night, now aided by some drugs 
to keep him alert and excited. He lost a lot of 
weight. But when it was done he considered it a 
triumph. Critics disagreed. They noted that the 
work of most famous composers slips down a 
notch after their masterwork. 


THE SEVENTH SYMPHONY: Beethoven 
continued to work in the same _ fashion 
as he had before. But now he wasn’t so sure 
of himself and kept writing Number Seven 


and throwing it in the fire and writing it

again and throwing it in the fire. 
Eventually, he declared he could only 
go on if he just skipped Number Seven 
and went on to Number Eight. He was 
41 at this time. Some people thought he should 
consider rehab, and told him so. Number Seven 
remains skipped over.

THE EIGHTH SYMPHONY: Beethoven took 
a long vacation after the aborted Seventh. He 
traveled the world. Rome. Egypt. Palestine. 
Florence. Paris. Madrid. This was in the 
18th century, and that was the western world as 
they knew it at the time—the rest were colonies. 
He was praised wherever he went, and people 
asked him for his autograph all the time, which 
he would sign “Best of Luck from Beethoven, 
who Took the Fifth.” It was a sort of in-joke, 
Beethoven said, but most people just walked 
away puzzled. Eventually, he wrote the Eighth, 
mostly on the back of bar napkins in nightspots 
he was frequenting at that time—now in his 
mid-50s, he was a big hit with the women and 
world famous—but he knew it wasn’t much 
good. He put it out there anyway and it sort 
of flopped, but most critics were kind to him 
and would start out by saying that on certain 
occasions the old punch was still there and it 
sent a thrill through them, but then they sort of 
dozed off. They couldn’t wait for him to do his 
next one. 


THE NINTH SYMPHONY: In his mid-60s, 
when Beethoven tackled this symphony, he 
discovered to his dismay that he was becoming 
deaf. He could hear a few things if you shouted, 
though. Inside, he still had this dramatic, 
passionate, impatient and ethereal theme he 
could hum, and he was determined to get it 
out. He began writing, and out it was coming, 
but when he got about three-quarters the way 
through to where the Andante comes in, he 
couldn’t hear it at all. His students pitched 
in—Beethoven was broke by this time—and 
acquired the services of the massive Hoffenfeffer 
Berlin and Hamburg Cathedral Choir to come to 
his studio and sing and shout along with the 
notes. This was so effective that Beethoven 
could clearly hear it, and, overjoyed, he kept 


them on right through the Presto and then to — 


the Grand Finale, which rose to the joyful and 


triumphant ending that everyone knows and 


enjoys today. 

As for Beethoven, he said enough was enough. 
And though he couldn’t hear at all at this 
point, his students announced to the world 
that Beethoven was retiring, which he did. 
He spent his last years reading newspapers and 
magazines in a modest home in Speyer Aub 
der Rhine. ‘ 

Meanwhile, the  Hoffenfeffer Berlin 
and Hamburg Cathedral Choir became 
famous on its own and frequently was urged 
to sing the Ninth, which it did. This choir 
became quite famous for a time. Beethoven, 
though, never knew. 
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Singer/Songwriter Suzanne Vega Performs at Guild Hall

n September 3, Suzanne Vega brings her 

distinctive songs of city life and ordinary 
people to Guild Hall in East Hampton. The 
artist, known as one of the leading figures of 
the ’80s folk revival, continues to reinvent the 
folk genre with an upcoming album due out in 
October titled Lover, Beloved: Songs from an 
Evening with Carson McCullers. Vega took some 
time to speak with us about her songwriting 
inspiration, her upcoming album and the praise 
she received from the late Prince. 


What is it about the folk genre that you enjoy 
and find unique? 
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The acoustic guitar—I love the sound. The 
acoustic guitar is relatively cheap, which 
was important to me because | grew up 
in New York City, where you don’t have 
garages where you can go and rehearse, 
so having this guitar was a wonderful way 
of expressing myself as a teenager. I could 
just go into my room and write songs all 
by myself, and then go out and sing them. 
I think that’s sort of its great strength—you 
can do it as one person. I think for that 
reason folk music will always be alive. 


Where does the inspiration for your songs 
| £come from? 
I'm inspired mostly just by people’s 
faces in the city, walking around and thinking — 
about people in their daily life and what they’re 
experiencing. It’s a combination of things 
I see, things I already know and then a 
fantasy component. 


What are some of your favorite songs 
to perform? 

I love “Caramel,” which to me is a very 
sensual song. “Luka” is a song that has a lot of 
meaning for a lot of people, and it still connects 
with audiences, and “Tom’s Diner” has become 
this great celebration. It brings back memories 
of rave parties in the 90s, which is a very happy 
memory for a lot of people, so everyone kind of 
joins in on that, which | love. 


Lover, Beloved: Songs from an Evening with 
Carson McCullers comes out on October 14. 
What can you tell us about the album? 

This is a collection of songs about the life and 
work of Carson McCullers—the great southern 
author. She was such an unusual character, who 
was so far ahead of her time that she was both 
celebrated and ostracized in her day. I think she 
wrote in a very tough and compassionate way. 
These songs are to illuminate her world. 


You once received a letter from Prince 
reading, “Dear Suzanne, ‘Luka’ is the most 
compelling piece of music I’ve heard in a long 
time.” What has this letter meant to you? 

This letter was a high point of my career in 
some ways, not just his letter, but his love of 
that song. I’d never actually met him, but I know 
that when | performed on the Grammys he 
jumped to his feet at the end of my performance 
and cheered louder than anyone. It was such 
a shock when he died because he was so 
beautiful, and just always really rocked, like you 
never felt the passing of time with him. 


You will be performing at Guild Hall on 
September 3—What do you most enjoy about 
Long Island’s East End? 

The ocean. I have quite a few water songs, 
and one of them, “Widow’s Walk” was inspired 
by a couple of summers in Sag Harbor. Also 
seeing the architectural detail on some of the 
old houses there. And I love Dan’s Papers. 
Whenever I’m on the Jitney heading out there, 
that’s what I’m reading. @&

2015 Dan’s Papers Literary Prize for NonFiction Winning Entry

Seria golden forsythias bloom and an 
early spring breeze carries a pungent 
stench of fresh mulch and fertilizer. The long 
bleak winter is now a fleeting memory. As the 
quiver of new life breaks forth, I am reminded 
it is time to tend to my garden and prepare 
the soil. | make plans to search my crowded 
garage for my red kneepad and favorite garden 
gloves—the ones with the pink plastic dots that 
remind me of old-fashioned rolls of candy on 
paper. Tomorrow, | promise myself. 

Today, | am inside the local history room of 
the Mattituck-Laurel Library. Iam harvesting the 
past. A musty vanilla scent hovers as | spread 
aging books, old newspaper clippings, vintage 
postcards and fading photographs across a 
large table. I am reading the stories of Love 
Lane, which was once an old Indian footpath. 
Hundreds of years ago, Native Americans would 
drag their canoes from the shores of James 
Creek to Mattituck Creek along this shortcut 
and then paddle out to the Sound. 

In the 1700s, early Mattituck settlers blocked 
this path for sheep to graze. In 1844 when the 
railroad line was established, the old footpath 
was opened and named Railroad Avenue East. 
Young suitors would stroll or ride their horses 
and wagons along the old Indian shortcut and 
linger north of the tracks beside the shore of 
Mattituck Creek. Once the word spread that 
this was the spot for some good old-fashioned 
romance, the name was changed to Lovers Lane 
and later shortened to Love Lane. 

In Queens, where | was raised, the favorite 
make-out spot was along Astoria Park, down by 
the river. Couples would park their old beat-up 
cars by the bridge. Of course, this was when 

car seats were not separated by consoles; they 
were long and luxurious, like sofas. Many an 

evening, however, the romantic festivities were 
interrupted by a blinding flashlight piercing 
through a foggy window. “Move along,” a stern 
cop would say. 

As I look at vintage photographs dated circa 
1910, I find it hard to imagine such hormonal 
exuberance from these stern-faced, rigidly 
posed young adults. Then again, drunken wild 
selfies were not exactly the custom of those 
times. On a whim, I decide to play imaginary 
matchmaker. | study photos of employees of 
the Hudson Canning Factory, which was located 
down the block from Love Lane, next to the 
tracks. The gent I pick is wearing casual overalls 
and his eyes radiate the aura of a pre-James 
Dean rebel-archetype. [n her photo, the young 
lady I choose is sportiiig a complicated Gibson 
puffy hairdo and a floor length checkered skirt. 
After a long day of cleaning squash and peeling 
tomatoes, they both “eserve some fun. | picture 
an ink-black, star-clustered night as they ride a 
horse-drawn buggy to Mattituck Creek. He leans 
in close and whispers an inside work-related 
joke about their boss, or maybe something 
about canning. She laughs. The ice is broken 
and he folds his calloused hand over hers. They 
gaze at the eter::al sky and listen to the echoes 


of the stars. They dream of their future. (This 
of course was before light pollution, when you 
could really see the stars.) Anyway, my work 
with them is done. 

I discover some photos of old dance halls 
from those early 1900s. On Saturday nights, 
everyone could cut loose at either the second 
floor of the old library on Pike Street, or over 
at Reeve and Tuthill’s Apollo Hall, on the 
northwest corner of Love Lane. I can almost 
hear the jubilant piano roll music. I envision 


the women lacing up their corsets, and the 
men trading their farming overalls for vests and 
derbies. At first, everyone is stiff and shy. They 
stand against the wall waiting. As soon as the 
music cranks, the gents stroll over and choose 
a partner. Wild legs. kick and fly as they dance 
the Peabody—named after the man whose belly 
was so rotund, the only way he could hold onto 
his partner was to dance sideways. 

As time moves along, we hit the roaring 
twenties. The music of (Continued on next page)

During the day, boys in 
knickers and girls with smocked dresses and 
ribboned hair flock to Dick Cox’s Ice Cream 
Parlor on Love Lane for a handful of jellybeans 
or gumdrops. On special occasions, they clutch 
their 15 cents, climb onto spinning fountain 
stools and wait for the white-aproned sania 
to.ask, “What’ll yours be?” 

Maybe they choose a Buster Brown with 
chocolate ice cream and pineapple sherbet 
and caramel, or maybe a Bull Moose with 
marshmallow cream and froufrou wafers. 
Outside the wavy glass window, a traveling 
hurdy-gurdy man performs with his trained bear 


and dancing monkey. Brand new Buicks line the 
street, purchased from W.C. Grabie’s. On the 
corner at the Octagon House, the Peconic Bay 
Impressionist Caroline Bell rents a room, and 
soon after, opens her blue-shuttered art studio 
off Love Lane and Sound Avenue. 

I move forward to the next photo, dated 
1935. Studebakers from Grabie’s now line the 
street. As I stare at the details, the sepia photo 
comes alive; an orange sherbet sun rises and 
an early morning haze lifts. One by one, the 
shopkeepers arrive and the sleeping lane in 


the old photo awakens. Lights are switched on, 


windows are cleaned, counters are polished, 
and porches are swept. The proprietors of 
Reeve and Hall Meat Market, Barkers Drugs 
and Soda, and H.C. Bohack open their

doors and are ready for another day. 

Seasons come and go. Every day lived evolves 
into a story that melds into the collective history 
of that era. I head outside to present day Love 
Lane with my photocopies and books in hand. I 
stroll by the heart-shaped street sign and down 
the speckled brick-red sidewalks. I pass the new 
toy store located in the Octagon House—which 
was once a bookstore, which was once a coffee 
shop, which was once a boarding house where 
Caroline Bell painted, and so on. As | pass the 
stores of 2015, the afternoon sky casts a golden 
glow on the narrow lane. Shadows form through 
the marbleized branches of the Sycamore trees, 
which twist and bend with time. The trees that 
line the street remember. 

The ancient Celts believed that the dead do 
not live far away and remain attached to the 
places where they once lived and worked. Even 
Albert Einstein, who summered on Nassau 
Point in 1939, said, “Physicists believe the 
separation between past, present, and future is 
only an illusion.” 

After years of tending to a store, fragmenits 
of a proprietor’s soul will always float within 
the old walls. The ghosts of shopkeepers-past 
still walk down Love Lane, and I am one of the 
ghosts. Even though I am still very much alive, 
my past is ghostlike. Whenever | reach the end 
of the street, my eyes always glance at the shop 
with the new sign. I never step inside. I know 
better. When the past and present collide in 
the physical world—like an ex-wife meeting the 
present wife—not much good usually comes 
of it. 

My shop on Love Lane did not sell 
merchandise, like tinctures of iodine or sacks 
of flour. Nor did my previous store, which was 
located in a non-historic strip mall “up island.” 
The pizzeria owner at that strip mall once said, 
“The deli guy and I looked inside your store. It’s 
empty, yet people come to you. What do you 
sell—the invisible?” 

Kahlil Gibran said, “Work is love made visible.” 
I sold my love of dance at my “up island” store 
for 12 years. | then moved to the North Fork 
where | taught ballet, tap and jazz at my studio 
on the corner of Love Lane and Pike for the next 
17 years. Before my business, the Love Lane 
building housed a video rental store and way 
before that in 1850, the old Gildersleeve’s home 
and general store stood in its place. A vintage 
photo shows the hurdy-gurdy man’s costumed 
monkey dancing in the same spot where my 
studio would come to be. 

Four years ago, I passed the Mattituck studio 
on to new owners. The time had come for me 


to stand back and allow that invisible creative — 


spirit I had loved and nurtured within those 
walls to move forward. ee 

Even though the stores and owners change 
through the years, couples in love still stroll 
down the lane. In the evenings, when the ochre 
glow of the last store light dims and the street 
is empty, the buildings breathe and dream 
their memories. 

Tonight, a warm breeze carries a distant song 
of ragtime from an old dance hall. I linger at 
the end of Love Lane until the last strain of 
music fades.

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Southampton Hospital Partners with Caron Treatment

t’s the number one health problem in the 

United States now. Addiction to opiates, 
which are often prescribed by doctors for 
pain relief, has become a nationwide issue. 
It’s a crisis that is hitting very close to home, 
with Suffolk County having more addicts than 
Brooklyn and the Bronx combined. Fortunately, 
two doctors are working to put an end to the 
rising death toll that’s particularly impacting 
our young people. 

Dr. Shawn Cannon, Director of Medical 
Education at Southampton Hospital, is 
_ partnering with Dr. Joseph Garbely, Medical 
Director at the Caron Treatment Centers. in 
Wernersville, Pennsylvania to send a group 
of medical students and residents from 
Southampton Hospital to Caron Treatment 
_ Centers for the upcoming school year. These 

future doctors and medical professionals will 

develop an understanding of addiction and 
learn alternatives for treating pain. The need for 
education on this topic is acute. . 
_ “It’s the number one cause of death among 
people between the ages of 15 and 34, yet when 
we query American medical students if they’ve 
had any education, the answer is no,” says 
Dr. Cannon. 

The Caron Treatment Centers are a leading 
nonprofit provider of residential addiction 
treatment, and Dr. Cannon has witnessed the 
_ great work these centers have provided for his 
_ patients. Now he wants to bring this knowledge 
home to Suffolk County. 

Cannon explains that one of the primary 
forces behind: the addiction crisis stems 
from medical training, where doctors were 
; taught to make sure that no patient is in pain, 
not acknowledging the fact that pain can be 
subjective. “There was a time when we were 
taught that pain is the new vital sign, and so 
we had blood pressure, heart rate, respiratory 
rate, temperature and pain. It was mandated in 
us to treat pain.” These instructions came at 
a time when many pharmaceutical companies 
were promoting what’s referred to as the 5th 
vital sign, which led to an increased use of 
opiates to treat patients’ pain. “At that time 
we were actually told that opiates were safe to 
treat pain.” 

Dr. Joseph Garbely, of the Caron Treatment 
Centers, further explains that in the past, 
doctors weren’t able .to understand the 
differences between chronic and acute pain. 
“We've constantly been writing scripts for pain 


relievers instead of figuring out how to deal with — 


chronic pain differently, and that’s something 
that’s very important for Caron.” 

Advanced research at Caron has provided 
better understanding of different kinds of pain. 
“We have a chronic pain program at Caron, 
one of the few in the country. Our chronic pain 
program is nationally recognized. We don’t use 
opiates here, and we’ve been very successful in 
getting people’s pain under control and them 
off the dangerous medication they've been 
using,” says Dr. Garbely. 


Nineteen of Dr. Canon’s medical students and - 


residents will study at the Caron Treatment 
Centers in the upcoming semester. “One of the 
things I believe in at the Caron Center is that 
they have a full bio-psychosocial approach, 


which addresses that addiction is not simply 
a medical problem. We have to deal with 
your mind, body and spirit, and that’s not an 
easy process.” 

At the Caron Centers, the students and 
residents will learn about other options available 
for treating pain. “We teach them differently,” 
explains Dr. Garbely, “and they come out with a 
sort of epiphany of ‘I think I can do this—I can 
deal with pain differently,’ which is great. They 
need to know that, otherwise they feel they’re 
up against this insurmountable task.” 

Dr. Garbely calls Dr. Cannon a “visionary” for 
understanding the importance of training young 
doctors in strategies for curbing addiction. “He 
very much wants to be a part of the solution in

the addiction epidemic,” says Dr. Garbely. 

Dr. Cannon’s goal is to teach the residents 
and get them out to places where they can 
continue to learn. “I want to show them different 
procedures, different ways, and they can take 
out what’s best for them, and what they think 
is best for their patients. They’re the future 
of medicine, and this is clearly the number 
one health problem in the United States.” 
Dr. Cannon explains, “The goal of the program 
is to empower medical professionals to 
understand the disease of addiction including 
signs, symptoms and co-occurring issues.”

B ob Dylan has had a legendarily long and 
varied musical life. He’s a shape shifter, 
changing looks and styles across the 56 years of 
his career—and in doing so often exasperating 
his die-hard fans—without any explanation. 
His constant evolution seems to bring him to 
the least likely places. In a recent surprising 
twist, Dylan has even taken to releasing CDs 
of his performances of sophisticated American 
standards of the ’30s and ’40s—you know, songs 
like “Young at Heart” and “All or Nothing At All,” 
songs that embody a tradition that might seem 
antithetical to the kind of bare-bones folk-based 
style Dylan started out with. 


Local Dylan tribute band The Complete 
Unknowns embraces all of Dylan’s music. 
In recent years, they’ve taken to focusing 
their individual shows on particular periods 
of Dylan’s oeuvre. On September 10, the 
Complete Unknowns will return to Bay Street 
Theater in Sag Harbor, and this time they will 
be looking at Dylan’s mid-’70s music. 

“It’s the Rolling Thunder years,” says 
Michael Weiskopf, the lead singer for the 
Complete Unknowns. The Rolling Thunder 
Revue was the name of Dylan’s celebrated 
concert tour of 1975-76. “Dylan was at his peak |!

as a performer and was willing to share the The Complete Unknowns bring Rolling Thunder to Bay Street 


limelight with other people,” says Weiskopf, 
noting how Dylan shed his customary aloofness 
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on stage and was uncharacteristically generous 
with his audiences and fellow performers. Dylan 
shared the stage with Joan Baez throughout 
the tour, and the tour’s entourage included 
playwright Sam Shepherd, poet Allen Ginsberg 


~ and filmmaker Howard Aik. The Rolling Thunder 


Revue concerts featured revamped songs from 
Dylan’s folk period as well as new songs from 


~ the vital records he was making at the time. 


Exploring the mid-’70s gives the band a lot of 


- great songs to choose from. “His studio work 


from the time is iconic,” says Randolph Hudson 
III, lead guitarist for the Complete Unknowns. 

Indeed, Dylan’s mid-’70s period saw the 
release of three solid albums after a series of 
relative disappointments. Planet Waves (1974), 
recorded with The Band, yielded “Forever 
Young,” an instant classic. The masterful Blood 
on the Tracks (1975) is considered by many to be 
the greatest achievement of Dylan’s career, and 
is sometimes thought of as a comeback album 
even though Dylan hadn’t gone anywhere—it’s 
just that good. Blood on the Tracks features 
such gems as “Tangled Up in Blue,” “You’re 
Gonna Make Me Lonesome When You Go,” 
“Simple Twist of Fate”’—songs that recast Dylan 
as a confessional singer-songwriter of the first 
order, although he has strenuously denied 
any autobiographical allusions in the songs. 
Finally, 1976’s Desire capped off this fruitful 
period, containing the cheerful “Mozambique,” 
the haunting “One More Cup of Coffee,” and the 
explosive “Hurricane,” a song protesting the 
controversial incarceration of the boxer Rubin 
“Hurricane” Carter. 

“It’s an interesting period,” says Hudson. 
“With ‘Hurricane,’ Dylan briefly revisited the 
Civil Rights struggle that he hadn’t really 
touched in a while. At the same time, he was 
experimenting with a new theatricality.” Dylan 
had recruited Mick Ronson from David Bowie’s 
band, which brought a taste of glam to the 
stage, and Dylan himself occasionally appeared 
on stage wearing white theatrical makeup. 

Weiskopf is excited about recreating the 
energy of the Rolling Thunder Revue. “We’re 
going to bring in some guests to sing and play, 
and Bay Street is a great place for this kind of 
music. The sound is great, and the audience 
is right there.” And while Weiskopf has the 
daunting job of memorizing all of those Dylan 
lyrics, everybody remembers the chorus to 
“Forever Young”—so sing along. &&

ong before Detroit or Indianapolis or 

Daytona, Bridgehampton was the home 
of an early U.S. motoring tradition that would 
come to enjoy a long and illustrious history. 
The races and industries on Long Island had 
a far-reaching impact on the development of 
American automobiles and the individuals who, 
for more than a century, have sat behind their 
wheels. In 2016, the Bridgehampton Museum 
and Dan’s Papers will celebrate this 
storied history with an 
event that will reignite 
a passion and shine a 
light on a treasured 
piece of East End 
and American lore: the 
Bridgehampton Road Rally & 
Tour d’Hamptons, taking to the 
streets this October 1. 

Between 1915 and 1921 the 
streets of Bridgehampton took 
on the sports cars of the time 
as they raced through wooded 
areas and past potato fields on dirt 
roads, kicking up dust in their wake. 
From 1949 until 1953, racing resumed as 
crowds of up to 50,000 people came from 
far. and wide to watch cars race at speeds 
of up to 100 mph on public roads in and 
around Bridgehampton. When street racing 
was outlawed by New York State in 1953, 
the Bridgehampton Lions Club and racing 
supporters established the Bridgehampton 
Race Circuit just outside of Bridgehampton. On 


October 1, those same environs will welcome 
classic cars of these bygone eras and other 
autos of interest, now owned by collectors, 
as they cruise the Bridgehampton Road Rally 
course in a non-timed drive, making stops 
along the way to immerse themselves in the 
history surrounding them. Only automobiles 
manufactured prior to 1970 are eligible to enter 
the Rally (all entrants are subject to approval 
by the Bridgehampton Road Rally 
Committee), and the 
Rally is rain or shine. 
Some owners of 
special automobiles 
simply wish to take 
their cars out for the 
day and have a nice drive in 
the. company of like-minded 
enthusiasts in the perfect 
setting—a setting such as 
the Tour d’Hamptons. Open 
to Brass cars, antique cars, 
cars of interest, exotics, luxury 
vehicles—any automobile that 
exudes the spirit of the road in all its 
glory—the Tour d’Hamptons also takes 
place on October 1, navigating a different 
course than the Road Rally and lasting about 
40 minutes, offering drivers a shorter but no 
less thrilling ride through historic Hamptons 
roads. (As with the Road Rally, the Tour 
d’Hamptons drive is rain or shine, and all 
entrants are subject to approval by the Tour 
d’Hamptons Committee.) 


This year, there will also be plenty happening 
for car enthusiasts off the road on the grounds 
of the Bridgehampton Museum during the 
Bridgehampton Road Rally & Tour d’Hamptons. 
All are invited to come enjoy this gathering of 
vintage and prestigious cars and bring back 
the spirit of Bridgehampton racing from days 
gone by.

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This Week °s Cover Artist: Lorraine Shemesh

In this week’s_ cover, 
artist Lorraine Shemesh 
has captured the distinct 
quality of light and water 
as can only be seen from 
underwater in a swimming 
pool. Going a step beyond, 
she has included a figure, 
arms outstretched, back 
bending and thigh curving 
: upward as the body meets 
its reflection above. While not an unfamiliar 
image, the skill and understanding involved 
in capturing it nears the impossible. Shemesh 
lets us in on what’s behind her painting and 
_ her process. 


What ffirst led you to create 


underwater, sometimes half-submerged, 
_ figurative paintings? : 

_ | was drawn to water as a subject because 
of its myriad patterns in constant flux. The 
process of developing various repeated 
patterns in order to create movement, rhythm 
- and harmony, presented the possibility of a 
visual metamorphosis and allowed me to work 
figuratively and abstractly simultaneously. 
While my Painted Pool series was initially 
engaged in a dialogue involving the action 
above and below the water line, I gradually 


-_became more interested in the light refraction — 


and the more abstract shapes that pulled off 
the figures as they floated. 


How do you begin a new work? 

There’s a lot of drawing involved. Linear 
gesture drawings are completed to hone in on 
the composition. | hire professional dancers 
as models to strike the poses because of their 
physical flexibility and the fluidity of the shapes 
they generate. I establish the color shifts that 
occur on the flesh by shooting the models 
directly in the water. A considerable number of 
black and white drawings help to work out the 
striated light patterns, often while I’m working 
on the larger painting. It’s a long and engrossing 
process that often takes several months. 


_ When you taught art at RISD and Amherst, 
- what did you encourage in your students? 
_ All artists, regardless of their experience 
-- level, require two things: an idea and a way to 
_ put it down. The painting and drawing classes 
| taught at RISD and Amherst College focused 
structurally on a deep understanding of visual 
language, materials and process. Developing the 
ability to see was a result of direct observation 


and experimentation. I always encouraged my 


students to push through the challenge that 
creation presents in the service of finding their 
own voices. 


Who are some of your favorite artists and/or 
recent gallery or museum exhibitions? 

El Anatsui at The Met, Brooklyn Museum, 
and Jack Shainman Gallery, Lee Bontecou, and 
Martin Puryear at The Morgan, Matthew Marks 
Gallery, and The Smithsonian. 


What draws you to the East End 
of Long Island? — 


I have returned many times 
to the East End of Long Island, 
spending brief periods in Sag 
Harbor, the Hamptons, Shelter 
Island and Amagansett, allofwhich 
have proven to be memorable. 
The generous proportion of land 
to sky is reason enough to keep 
me coming back!

& inger and songwriter Miles East will perform at 
the North Fork Roasting Company in Southold 
on September 4, marking a turning point in his career 
as he shifts from being a drummer on national tours 
to pursuing a solo career. His sound is completely 
his own but has been compared to James Taylor, 
Duncan Sheik and Ray LaMontagne. East spoke 
with us about how the North Fork of Long Island 
inspires him, his new album Ghosts of Hope and why 
right now if the most memorable time in his career 
thus far. 


What was the creative process for Ghosts of Hope 
like for you? 

Pm very lucky to have the kind of producer 
that | have. Blake Morgan. He’s one of the 
few producers left in the industry who really 
cares about what you’re trying to say, and how 
youre trying to say it as the artist, so that 
when people see you, and hear you, they know 
exactly who you are, and they know exactly 
what you’re about. 

This record is a milestone for me. I’ve been 
in the music business going on nearly two decades 
now—both as a studio musician, and as a drummer 
and also as a singer/songwriter. But professionally, 
the drumming has taken the front seat, and 
the singer/songwriter has been in the backseat. 
And now I’ve played on over  two-dozen 
albums for various artists, and been on national 
tours as a drummer, and this marks the 
switcheroo. And it’s not a_ brief thing 
either. This is the permanent switch now. 
I’m in the driver’s seat as the singer/songwriter. 

What inspires you?

This record is a milestone for me.

_ My muse is being anywhere near salt water. As 
far as the subject matter of my songs—every artist 
paints themselves. But my process is generally 
more retrospective than introspective. I can’t write 
songs about things I’m going through at the time. 
Sometimes I don’t get around to writing about 
something in my life until five or 10 years after, 
because I want to come to a perspective that has 
more depth to it. There are only two songs I’ve ever 
written where I was writing about what I was going 
through at the time. One of the songs is on Ghosts 
of Hope, and it’s called “The Hard Part.” It was what 
I was going through. It was clear that it was dire. 
There was no ambiguity about it. | knew where I was, 
and | had to get out of there and go somewhere else. 
I knew where | needed to be, so the chorus of that 
song is kind of like the version of me in that place 
telling the present me, “Don’t worry, I’m here waiting 
for you when you get around to getting here.” 


You were quoted saying “A lot of people tend to 
see their lives in terms of journeys, but I’ve always 
seen mine in terms of destinations—emotionally, 
romantically, musically.” Can you elaborate on 
your outlook on life, and how it’s is reflected in 
your lyrics? : 

That’s really what “The Hard Part” is all about. 
Here I am in a place I’ve got to get out of, and I know 
where | need to be. My life has always been more 
about the locations. It’s always about where I’m 
trying to get to next, and what locations—whether 
they be actual /ocations, or in the mind, or a state 
of being. 


What have been some of the most memorable 
moments in you career? 

There’s been many, but I’m going to have to say 
that this right now is my most memorable moment— 
making this record and actually having it come to 
fruition pretty much trumps everything else I’ve 
experienced up to this point. 


How does your drumming background influence 
your songwriting and singing? 

It’s actually kind of the opposite. I attribute my 
success as a drummer to the fact that I’ve always 
been a. singer/songwriter, because | approach the 
drums as a singer/songwriter. So in my mind, the 
drums have to serve the song no differently than the 
guitar part has to serve the song, that the lyrics have 
to serve the song, for that matter. | can’t imagine 
doing it any other way. 


You live in Mattituck. What do you love about 
the East End of Long Island, and how has this 
landscape influenced your music? 

It’s everything. It’s the air. It’s the breeze. There’s 
a phrase in my wife’s family, which is “It’s a perfect 
Mattituck day.” And it doesn’t matter that it could be 
the same weather 30 miles west—it’s not the same 
thing as being out there. It’s the combination of the 
salt air, the light, the topography— it’s deep. It’s not 
like the Caribbean where it’s almost too postcard- 
like, it’s too escapist. But that’s not what it’s like 
out there. You can go out to the North Fork and 
think about serious stuff. I feel a strong connection, 
and it’s what I’ve had a strong connection to all my 
life—it’s my muse—the salt water, it just makes me 
tick as an artist. go

Do the Time Warp at Gateway’s “Rocky Horror Show”!

he Gateway Playhouse concludes its 2016 season 

with a show so spectacular it’s obvious why it 
has such a devoted following. Directed by Keith 
Andrews, The Rocky Horror Show is a phenomenon 
that you cannot miss. If you’ve never seen it, 
you should—and if you have seen it, Gateway’s 
production will not disappoint! 

From the moment the show begins, you’re more 
than just a spectator along for the ride. It’s the kind 
of performance that may take a minute for you to 
wrap your head around, but once you get it, you 
won't want to let the feeling go. The story takes 
hold of your sense, captures your mind and, before 
long, you, too, will be doing the Time Warp again 
and again. 

The gyrating, flamboyant and sexy spectacle that 
is The Rocky Horror Show wastes no time getting 
to the crux of the story. The Narrator (charismatic 
Geoffrey Owns) takes us on this bizarre journey that 
follows Brad and Janet (Harley Jay and Emily Behny, 
respectively), a newly engaged couple on their way 
home from their friends’ wedding. Brad and Janet 
end up driving through a nasty rainstorm when 
their car gets a flat tire. The two set off through the 
downpour in search of shelter and come across a 
castle. There’s a lot of tongue-in-cheek humor that 
will make you giggle—bang those knockers, Brad— 
and some that will make you laugh out loud. 

Brad and Janet are greeted at the castle doors 
by Riff-Raff (Courter Simmons), an odd character 
with a hunchback. He and his equally strange sister, 


Magenta (Lisa Karlin), perform one of the show’s 
most iconic numbers, “The Time Warp,” along with 
the castle’s other guests who’ve gathered. The scene 
is delightful and contagious—all you want to do is 
get up and dance. 

The moment you lay your eyes’ on 
Dr. Frank-N-Furter you are captivated. Matthew 
LaBanca, as the pansexual Frank-N-Furter, is utterly 
amazing—compelling in every way—and he can pull 
off those platform heels and skimpy outfits while 
embodying the eccentric “Sweet Transvestite” from 
Transsexual, Transylvania, perfectly. He channels 
Tim Curry’s iconic portrayal of the doctor, and with 
a strong voice to match. 

The entire show is an homage to classic science 
fiction and, in keeping with that theme, Dr. Frank-N- 
Furter has created a man by some nefarious means. It 
just so happens that the night Brad and Janet appear 
at the castle is the night the doctor is to bring his 
creation to life. Rocky Horror, played by the talented 
and toned Josh Canfield, is not as submissive as 
perhaps the doctor was hoping. Canfield belts out 
a fantastic rendition of “I Can Make You a Man” and 
we fall deeper under his spell. By now, the straight- 
laced Brad and Janet are fully freaked out. As the 
night continues they’re thrust into separate rooms 
and both are seduced by Frank-N-Furter in disguise. 

The absurdities of the events that follow make for 
a memorable performance put on by a stellar cast 
that plays the characters straight. If the show itself 
is ridiculous, why push it over the top with hammy 
acting? In the capable hands of the lead actors, Rocky 
Horror is not only entertaining, it’s an immersive,

believable experience. It’s easy to see why this story, 
in all its iterations, has had such an impressive and 
loyal following since it first premiered in 1973.

This 
very large operation seems to run like one tight ship. 
The service was friendly and fast, but not rushed. 
And the staff is in contention for best-looking wait 
staff. ( observed this before I started drinking.) 

In addition to loads of surf and turf, the menu 
promotes Dockers shirts and hoodies—so you can 
fit right in. | noted that white jeans seemed to be de 
riguer for staff and deck diners alike. The patrons 
along the main bar were more inclined toward khakis. 

I knew I was supposed to order a big, steamy 
lobster to get the full experience of the place but | 
was only sorta in a lobster mood—so I ordered the 
Lobster Bisque to start and I was glad that | did: 
it was creamy smoothness with bites of succulent 
lobster, garnished with chopped scallion greens. The 
diminutive popover served alongside the soup bowl 
was perfect for this large customer—I] snapped it in 
half and filled the halves with delish bisque! Husband 
was quite pleased with his sizeable appetizer of 
Cabernet-Braised Short Ribs. 

I was in the mood for big, luscious sea scallops over 
couscous pearls in au jus with leeks and blackened 
asparagus—so the Pan-Seared Sea Scallops entrée 
really hit the spot. That underlying bacon-y flavor 
was to die for! | might order this every time I visit 
Dockers. I said aloud, “Whenever I’m impressed, it’s 
always a pleasant surprise.” 

Husband ordered the Day Boat Catch. On that 
evening it was Pan-Seared Striped Bass prepared 
very simply and served over potato gnocchi and 
topped with colorful micro greens. 

Did we have room for dessert? Yes, slash, no. 
We settled on sharing a Death by Lemon, though a 
nearby couple sharing a Huge Chocolate Cake made

that dish look quite appealing. Our dessert turned 
out to be a sort of deconstruction, or restructuring, 
of a lemon meringue pie—it was a small meringue 
tart and scoops of lemon sorbet sporting rings of 
lemon peel. We killed, annihilated and clobbered 
it. Husband commented, “I like it better than lemon 
meringue pie because it’s refreshing.” 

The whole experience of Dockers Waterside is 
refreshing. It’s only natural that it has become a 
popular institution. We visited on a busy Thursday 
night to enjoy the atmosphere of the setting, the 
food, the staff, the lively conversation and live music. 
What more could you ask for? £&.

or something different and delicious, go to Zum 

Schneider. Located in the heart of Montauk, 
this German restaurant and beer garden is an idyllic 
piece of Bavarian heaven right by the beach. 

The interior is decorated in warm wood tones 
with lots of German beer paraphernalia adorning the 
walls—also, a stuffed deer head that lends a certain 
“Old World” feel to the place, as does “Rosi,” a ship’s 
figurehead (only in this case she’s clutching a ceiling- 
supporting column). Rafters are painted the white 
and blue of the Bavarian flag—much of the food is 
specific to the Bavarian state in the southeastern 
part of Germany—as is the back of the elevated 
stage, where live music happens on the weekends, 
including performances by the house oom-pah band 
Moes! Franzi and the JaJaJas. 

Almost all of the tables can accommodate at 
least six people, if not more, which contributes to 
the welcoming feel of the space. Large, garage-type 
doors open up to the outside, where there are 
several picnic tables beneath shaded umbrellas. 

Balance the heat of the summer evening with a 
cool beer in one of three sizes: small, regular and 
large. Be warned: the large is very much so. There are 
12 brews on draught—all of them German. For 
$50 you can order a “Sample Kranz” and try 11 of them 
(7 oz. each). Not a bad deal. The Weihenstephaner 
Weissbier has floral notes and hints of berries and 
banana. The Jever Pilsner, a “clear, dry and bitter 
north German pilsner,” is extremely drinkable, as 
is the Traunsteiner 1612er Zwickel, which manager 
Sebastian recommended, saying “It has lots of 
vitamins.” Vitamins or no, it was delicious! Wine, 
liquor and soft drinks are also available, but honestly, 
why would you? 


Crisp and light potato pancakes (reiberdatschi) 


Ease into your meal by beginning with some 
vorspeisen and schmanferl (appetizers and 
delicacies). There’s the standard, but ever-excellent, 
brezn (freshly baked Bavarian soft pretzel), which 
comes with tangy, spicy mustard. Branch out and 
order the o’batzda, a traditional Bavarian cheese 
spread made by mixing beer, blue cheese, brie and 
butter together. It’s topped with thinly-sliced onions 
and served with garnishes of radishes and pickles. 

Absolutely get the reiberdatschi: crisp potato 
pancakes served with a side of applesauce and a 
small salad of lettuce and tomatoes. Your mother’s 
latkes? These are better! (Sorry Mom.) 

Also try the radi, a thinly sliced white radish 
(think daikon) accompanied by sliced Swiss 
cheese and pickles. The radish is cool and light—a 
perfect bite for when the temperature rises. And, 
perhaps this is self-evident to anyone familiar 
with German food, but whatever beer you order pairs 
faultlessly with the savory and often slightly-bitter-in- 
a-good-way dishes. (Continued on next page)

The Grosse Wurstplatte of sausages and German mashed potatoes is complemented by a refreshing Traunsteiner 1612er Zwickel. 


For mains, do yourself a favor and get the Grosse 
Wurstplatte: one each of weiner (the best hot dog 
you'll ever eat), weisswurst (traditional Bavarian 
white sausage made with veal), smoked beefwurst 
and bratwurst (made with pork), and two Nurnberg 
sausages (specialties of the city of Nuremberg, 
these small sausages are full of rich, herby, meaty 
flavor), all served with meltingly good sauerkraut 
and German potato salad. 

Another traditional favorite, the Kdasespdtzle, can 


be ordered with or without bacon. It comes with 
caramelized onions and a house salad. Spdizle are 
a kind of soft egg noodle common to Germany and 
central Europe, and for Kdsespdtzle these noodles 
are mixed with cheese to create a “German mac ’n’ 
cheese,” Sebastian says. 

In homage to the restaurant’s proximity to the 
Atlantic, the menu also offers pan-seared local 
scallops, the catch of the day and beer-battered 
fish filets with homemade french fries and tartar
